Local film company brings 
Left Behind to world

A St. Catharines film com¬ 
pany hopes the star power of 
Nicolas Cage will give its new 
movie that blockbuster edge. 

Left Behind is based on a 
bestselling novel series that 
modernizes a biblical proph¬ 
ecy for which millions of peo¬ 
ple disappear. 

The maker of the $16-mil- 
lion production is Stoney Lake 
Entertainment, which focuses 
on faith-oriented movies. 

It will be the first feature 
film for the St. Catharines- 

“We wanted to make a big¬ 
ger movie that would cross 
over to the mainstream and 
not just the faith-based audi¬ 
ence,” said Paul Lalonde, 
who formed Stoney Lake in 
2012. 

Lalonde, a Pelham resi¬ 
dent, is also the screenplay 
co-writer of Left Behind, along 
with Welland’s John Pams. 

“We took nearly 11/2 years 
and wrote a much better script 
with this one,” said Lalonde, 
53. “It was a big undertak¬ 
ing ... you have to stay true to 
your core audience and keep 
them happy. 

“And at die same time, you 
don’t want to chase away 
your everyday Nic Cage fan; 
you want them to see a great 
movie — not have them walk 
out and think they got tricked 
into attending a sermon.” 

Lalonde also co-founded

The producers said they 
were finally able to convince 
Cage's team to read the script. 
Cage's manager passed it on 
to the actor, who was taken 
by it. 

“Nic said, ‘Yes, I will do 
this,’” said Lalonde. “That was 
one of the happier days of my 
life." 

Why stay in St. Catharines 
and not do business in L.A.? 
Why not, said the local pro¬ 
duction team, adding their 
families are here and they like 
the area. 

Meetings in California can 
be handled through travel 
and calls. "There’s no rea¬ 
son to leave here just to make 
movies, there really isn’t,” said 
Lalonde. 

"There are good things hap¬ 
pening in St. Catharines ... 
this is where our home is,” 
said Walker. “And this is a big 
deal.”

To date. Cloud Ten has pro¬ 
duced nine feature-length 
films and 15 documentaries. 
The list includes an original 
trilogy of Left Behind DVD- 
release films from 2000-05 
that starred Kirk Cameron. 

The plot in Stoney Lake’s 
flick revolves around humans 
vanishing from earth. All that 
remains are their clothes and 
belongings. Chaos and disas¬ 
ter hammer the world, as air¬ 
plane pilot Ray Steele (Nico¬ 
las Cage) struggles to save his 
passenger plane. 

Meanwhile, Steele’s fam¬ 
ily is dealing with disappear¬ 
ances of their own, due to the 
biblical event. 

Filming took place in Baton 
"-La., in the summer of 


2013. The movie is directed by 
Vic Armstrong ( Thor, Amaz¬ 
ing Spider-Man, War of the 
Worlds). 

The producers say filming 
was done there as it ultimately 
proved lower cost through 
incentives than doing so in 
Toronto. They have shot pre¬ 
vious movies in Toronto, but 
the tax credits were better in 
Louisiana. 

“And it was hot in Louisi¬ 
ana," co-producer Michael 
Walker, 51, who lives in Bur¬ 
lington, said with a laugh. “Is 
there something more than 
100% humidity — the answer 

As for Cage’s involvement, 
"It was a relentless pursuit, I 
really wanted Nic Cage,” said 
Lalonde. “A lot of it is him in 
the cockpit under trying cir¬ 
cumstances, so you need an 
A-list actor who can pull it 
off.”

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□ CRISIS NEGOTIATORS: ‘You can’t talk the police lingo’ 

Lives in the balance 


Hostage situations. Suicide attempts. 

Those are just some of the crisis sce¬ 
narios a team of six Niagara Regional 
Police negotiators are called to deal with. 

On any given year, the team is required 
to bring 12 to 15 crisis cases to success¬ 
ful conclusions. Some of those are done 
quickly, others turn into full-blown nego¬ 
tiations. 

And it’s all voluntary — on call — 
above and beyond their regular police 
duty. Officers on the team have other 
roles within the police service. 

“It’s definitely something that you have 
to have an interest in. We care about peo¬ 
ple,” says Det Sgt Scott Kraushar. 

“Hiis is an excellent team. We all work 
very well together. You’ll find negotia¬ 
tor teams across the province are all the 
same. They care about people. In reality, 
it's not about us, though. It's about that 
person in crisis." 

The team was called out to the brink of 
the Horseshoe Falls earlier this month, 
where after discussions with a distraught 
Niagara Falls man that lasted 14 hours, 
negotiators were able to convince the 
person to come back to safety. 

While they can’t discuss the specif¬ 
ics surrounding individual cases, four 
members of the team sat down with QMI 
Agency Niagara to talk about their roles 
as negotiators. 

Kraushar says there’s a posting process 
officers interested in joining such a team 
go through, as well as an interview proc¬ 
ess. Successful candidates attend Cana¬ 
dian Police College for a course. The team 
takes part in training twice a year. 

It’s through that training that negotia¬ 
tors learn how to maintain dialogue with 
people in crisis situahons. as well as how 
to keep their composure. 

“You’re taught certain skills and you 


stay focused and you rely on your team,” 
says Det. Sgt. Wayne Genders. “We don’t 
usually work alone. There should be a 
primary negotiator and that’s accompa¬ 
nied by a secondary negotiator.” 

A member can also act as a liaison 
between the team and the incident com¬ 
mander. 

“You work together as a team and that 
way you get assistance from your team 
members and your training to complete 
the call, hopefiilly successfully.” 

Det. Sgt. Brian Bleich says the pri¬ 
mary negotiator is usually the main team 
member who engages the subject, while 
the secondary negotiator is “like a coach 
for them. 

“The secondary is a listener and it helps 
the primary. They discuss, between the 
two of them, what’s going to be said. They 
come up with... different ideas of what to 
say. But if you have too many people talk¬ 
ing, the subject may not become engaged 
as much as if you have that one person 
who is focused on (the subject) and you 
build a rapport, a relationship.” 

Det. Sgt. Maggie Devine says a negoti¬ 
ator may not know “what the right tiling 
is to say.” 

“I don’t think that you, specifically, 
know what the right thing is to say, but 
you're really listening to what they’re say¬ 
ing and you're responding to them.” 

Bleich says it can be mentally exhaust¬ 
ing and “hard to keep going and stay 
focused” if a crisis lasts for hours, which 
is when negotiators will transition in their 
roles to stay fresh. 

“A lot of crisis negotiation, as well, is lis¬ 
tening. It's not about us doing the talking, 
it’s about us listening,” adds Kraushar. 

There are times, says Genders, when 
people who were in crisis situations have 
reached out to police and thanked them 
after an incident. 

“They truly thank you and say, ‘I was

just having a bad day.’ 

“And that’s usually all it is. 
They’re just overwhelmed that 
one day or a couple days and they 
get into a situation where they 
think that’s their only decision, 
like they don’t think clearly, that 
they have no other way out 

“That’s all we try to do is ... 
bring them back to a rational state. 
They’re usually overwhelmed by 
a multitude of problems and (we) 
start breaking them down, one 
at a time, and letting them know 


there are other ways out.” 

Genders says showing up in 
uniform could hinder a negoti¬ 
ator’s ability to have a success¬ 
ful dialogue with the subject, so 
often times they come dressed as 
an average citizen. 

Bleich says police officers with 
an investigative background could 
be more likely to want to volun¬ 
teer to be a negotiator because 
they are used to speaking with 
people one on one, face to face. 

“I think when most of us step 


into the role of a negotiator, basi¬ 
cally you remove the cap of a 
police officer,” he says. 

“I don’t think we have the 
(same) mentality... as a uniform 
police officer would have at a call 
like that. We’re there... to speak to 
the person and to face their prob¬ 
lems at that time, to bring it to a 
successful conclusion. You can’t 
talk the police lingo."

: EDUCATION: Grades 3,6 reading, writing and arithmetic 

Mostly good EQAO marks 
for Niagara schools

Niagara’s English-language Catholic 
school board has topped provincial aver¬ 
ages in all Grade 3 and 6 assessments. 

While District School Board of Niagara 
also did well, it is struggling with junior 
math scores. 

The Education Quality and Account¬ 
ability Office has released results for all 
school boards listing primary and junior 
scores in reading, writing and mathemat¬ 
ics from 2013-14. 

In Grade 3 scores for the Niagara 
Catholic District School Board, students 
tested earlier this year were from four to 
nine percentage points higher than the 
provincial average of students meeting a 
curriculum standard. Its Grade 6 scores 
were from three to six percentage points 
higher. 

"Certainly, we’re very pleased with the 
EQAO results as a snapshot of student 
achievement,” said Catholic board edu¬ 
cation director John Crocco. He said not 
only did the latest results surpass the pro¬ 
vincial average, “our five-year trend data 
... shows continuous improvement. 

Crocco said results will be further 
analyzed using more detail and data by 
schools, with staff discussions to follow. 

At DSBN, results met or surpassed pro¬ 
vincial standards in four of six catego¬ 
ries. The Ministry of Education identifies 


that provincial standard as equivalent to 
a B grade. Over time, DSBN has shown 
improvement in its scores. 

Since 2009-10, Grade 3 success rates 
have risen 10% in writing and 15% in 
reading. Grade 6 results improved 7% in 
reading and 10% in writing. Success rates 
in Grade 3 math rose 2%, and at 69% is 
above the provincial rate. 

However, only 47% of those Grade 6 
DSBN students tested in math met the 
standard for 2013-14 — a decline of 4% 
from the previous year’s results. That 
compares to the province’s 54% for 2013- 
14. 

“EQAO is just one way for us to assess 
student (learning),’’ said John Dickson, 
the board's superintendent of school 
support services. “And we’re very proud 
of the progress students have made in lit- 

He said slumping math results are 
“unfortunately consistent with what’s 
happening in the province. 

Among the score-boosting math meas¬ 
ures is a skills upgrading course paid for 
by the DSBN and taken by more than 140 
elementary teachers last year. Elemen¬ 
tary students can practice on game-like 
interactive Dreambox software at home 

Niagara results “pretty much trend 
along the provincial trend lines,” said 
Bruce Rodrigues, chief administrative 
officer of the EQAO.

Catholic board impresses 
in math, literacy EQAOs

Niagara’s four school boards got gener¬ 
ally decent grades in the latest province¬ 
wide literacy and math test results. 

Last Wednesday, the Education Qual¬ 
ity and Accountability Office released 
results of Ontario Secondary School 
Literacy Tests written in Grade 10 and 
Grade 9 math tests written by students in 
the 2013-14 school year. 

Niagara Catholic District School Board 
did especially well, topping the provincial 
averages in applied and academic math 
and literacy test in scores from two-six 
percentage points higher than the pro¬ 
vincial average. 

In a release, education director John 
Crocco congratulated students and staff 
for their “hard work throughout the year. 

“We are exceptionally proud of the 
dedication to academic excellence dem¬ 
onstrated by our students and staff,” said 

At District School Board of Niagara, 
82% of students who wrote the literacy 
test for the first time met or exceeded the 
provincial standard. 

That standard is measured as Level 
3 on a 4 point scale, equivalent to a ‘B’ 
grade. 

It represents an increase of two per¬ 
centage points over the previous year’s 
results and four over the Board's 2010-11 
results. 

DSBN's math scores remain an issue 
with the board, but results are improv¬ 
ing.

The more we know about mental 
health the better it is for all of us, but 
there are still many Canadians who don't 
know where to turn when they need help, 
says George Kurzawa, executive director 
of the Canadian Mental Health Associa¬ 
tion Niagara branch. 

Good mental health, he explains, is 
more than just absence of a disease, it is a 
positive sense of well-being or the capac¬ 
ity to enjoy life and deal with the chal¬ 
lenges people face on a daily basis.

Statistics Canada has released an anal¬ 
ysis of the mental health and wellbeing 
of Canadians. The analysis examined 
the percentages of Canadians aged 15 
or older in three categories — flourish¬ 
ing, languishing and moderate mental 
health. 

The analysis is the result of the 2012 
Canadian Community Health Survey of 
25,000 people in the 10 provinces. Peo¬ 
ple living on reserves, those in the mili¬ 
tary, prison or long-term care were not 
included in the survey.

gested one in five Canadians 
reported needing mental-health 
care. While two-thirds of peo¬ 
ple reported that mental-health 
care needs were met, one-third 
reported their needs were only 
being partially met or unmet 

Counselling services were the 
most common need, but also the 
need most likely to be unmet. 

Youths were also found to have 
the highest rates of mood disor¬ 
ders and substance use issues. 

“Any information that gets 
attention on mental health is good 
information,” said Kurzawa, but 
he cautioned that numbers from 
statistics don’t always reflect the 
full picture of what might actually 
be taking place. This was infor¬ 
mation provided by people after 
doing a self-assessment, which 
might not always be i 


And, some segments of the pop¬ 
ulation, such as those who might 
be in the armed forces or are serv¬ 
ing time in jail, are not included. 

“For us here, for example, we 
know that 35% of the population 
at the Niagara Region Detention 
Centre has a mental illness or 
addiction,” said Kurzawa. “If you 
were to do this study as a whole 
for the entire population I’m sure 
your numbers would not be flour¬ 
ishing as well. They are all Cana¬ 
dian citizens and are relevant so 
there are some big i! 
of limited data.”

FLU VACCINE 


It is time to start thinking about getting the Flu vaccine. Each year an 
average of 20,000 people are hospitalized, and between 2,000 and 8,000 
Canadians can die of influenza and its complications. Those most likely to 
suffer complications of the flu are the most vulnerable; children under two 
and adults over 65. The seasonal influenza vaccine is safe and effective and 
can benefit people of all ages. The flu shot only provides protection up to 
12 months; immunization is required each year. This year’s flu shot protects 
against the HI N1 flu virus as well as two other strains of flu. October to mid- 
November is the best time for immunization, but the vaccine may still be given 
in winter months. 

Who should get immunized? The following is a list from the recommended 
guidelines.

How much tiger is in your tank as you start the day? 
Not much, if you’ve been tossing and turning at night 
due to sleep apnea. Or if your partner has shaken 
the foundation with his or her snoring. Insomnia 
and snoring affect millions of North Americans and 
can be associated with serious health problems.
